TUB MILITARY BANQUET. 
The Senate aud the Assembly Com­ 
mittees on Military Affxirs, who are here 
for the purpose of looking into the needs 
of the militia in this locality, met with 
General Boyce and the other members of 
die staff of the brigade at the N adeau 
last evening. 
After some time spent in 
getting acquainted in the parlors of the 
hotel the party adjourned to the dining­ 
room, where an excellent dinner was 
nerved. 
BoBides the Legislative com­ 
mittees, there were present the others of 
the 
staff: 
Brigadier-General H. H. 
Boyce, Brigadier-General E. P. Jonneon, 
Maj ir L. 8. Butler, A. Q G .; Captain J. 
Bloeaer, A. D. C .; Colouel W. H. H. 
Kusseli, commanding Seventh Kegim ent; 
Captain A. M. Green, A djutant; Lieu- 
enant-Colonel A. T. Palm er; Major E. 
R. Smith, surgeon; Lieutenant Theo. 
Freize, signal officer, and a num ber of 
prominent citizens. 
After the bill of fare had been prop­ 
erly punisned, General Boyce called 
upon H. Z. Osborne to signify to the 
members of the Legislature who were 
present the welcome which was tendered 
to them by tha offi era present and the 
cilizeua of Loa Angeles, which he did in 
a very happy manner. 
Mr. E . T. Murray, the chairm an of the 
Assembly Committee, was next called 
upon, who, afrer a few rem arks, intro­ 
duced Colonel Hen&er, of Santa Ciara. 
He spoke of the State militia and the im­ 
portant part which it plays in the pro- 
lec'ion of the State and nation. 
“ There may at any time com e," said 
he, “ an occasion when we need men 
who have the patriotism to meet any 
emergency that may aiise. It may not 
happen th at we Rhall ever again be com­ 
pelled to take up the sword to preserve 
■he unity of the nation, but if no other 
way can be found to maintain the dig­ 
nity of the nation in its place among 
other nations we shall have in our 
militia a resource of intiuite power. 
Every roan thus iraiued to service and 
infu-eri with lie courtet-y of a gentleman 
and the patriotism of a soldier is worth 
a huudred of the hired mercenaries of 
Nome tyrannical voverument.” 
Captain W. H Seamans was then 
nominated and chosen to serve as the 
toast master of the occasion, and after a 
few appropriate remarks called upon 
Senator Frank McGowan, of Humboldt 
county, to respond to the toast, of the 
National Guard, which he did in a very 
witty and entertaining speech. Referring 
to the consideration to which Sjuthern 
California was entitled from the rest of 
the State, he said th at that section took 
more lumber from the ports of the 
county which he represented than did 
San Francisco. “ In a government of 
this sort," said he, “ it is pre-eminently 
necessary where the people may at any 
time be called upon to defend their 
rights, that a part at least should 
be trained to military service. Had 
France 
a 
citizen 
instead 
of 
a 
m ercenary 
soldier, 
Napoleon 
the 
Third could never have executed his 
coup d'etat. 
Tne Legislature has come 
to appreciate this need, and we have en­ 
dorsed a num ber of plans for the im ­ 
provement of the institution. 
We have 
increassd the number of companies by 
t**n, And tf that increase the southern 
part of the State will receive its proper 
share.” 
In conclusion Mr. McGowan 
expressed in very hearty term s the grati 
Ucation of the committees at (he pleas­ 
ant reception which they had received. 
Tue sentim ent of “ Southern Onlifor 
nia” was responded to by Senator Bow­ 
ers, of San Diego, in a lively and char­ 
acteristic speech. 
He said th a t he wan 
always known among his fellows in the 
Senate as th e member from the boom 


county. After an enthusiastic description 
of the joys and beauties of th e south­ 
ern country, he spoke of the vaJa* 
the National Guard, illustrating his re­ 
marks by a reference to the gallant 
stand taken by the Seventh Regiment ef 
New York at the out break of the Rebel­ 
lion. 
He declared his readiness to vote 
for a law which should compel every 
youth in the land to spend two years in 
service in thfc'niilitia.

The ‘Herald'a’* Sacramenta Letter. 
Special correspondence to the Herald. J 
S a c ra m e n to , Feb. 20, 18S9. 
The action of the L >s Angeles Board 
of Supervisors iu condemning Assembly­ 
m an J. M. Damron for the introduction 
of certain am endm ents to the County 
Government Act, has created no little 
comment in both Houses of the Legisla­ 
ture. The arrival of ex-Assemblyman 
G. W. K nox on Friday, for the purpose 
of acting as the m outh piece of the Board 
of Supervisors and dictating Mr. Dam­ 
ron’s Legisla ive course on certain pend­ 
ing propositions, gave additional interest 
to the affair, and the whole thing culmi­ 
nated in the As-embly this morning 
when Damron arose to a question of per­ 
sonal privilege and pouied out the viale 
of his wrath upon the heads of the Super­ 
visors in 
general and their emis-arv, 
Knox, in particular. The latter Bat bolt 
upright in a chair a short distance from 
the young fire-eater from the City of 
Angels and glared at him through his 
glistening spectacles in a way that cre­ 
ated much am usement. Damron lam ­ 
basted the viei'or right and left and was 
roundly applauded by the members on 
the floor, w i'h whom Knox is not over- 
popular. 
During the course of his re­ 
m arks Damron said th a t on the 14th of 
January he introduced a bill to amend 
Section 167 cf (he County Government 
Act. It was reported back favorably by 
the committee and given a first reading 
in the House. 
When it carne up in the 
regular order for a second reading it was 
a t nis own request merged into the Ae- 
sembly Subafiuie bill, which was a bill 
to cover all amendments to th a t Act. 
This was done on February 9th, since 
w hich time his bill had not been on file. 
Continuing, Damron said: “ On the 
16th instant, a wnole week after the 
w ithdrawal of my bill, the Board of 
Supervitors of Los Angeles county ex­ 
posed its ignorance by passing a set of 
silly resolutions condemning me for in­ 
troducing it. On the heels of this action 
the Board sent to Sacramento an able­ 
bodied emissary to see that the bill— 
which had been in “ innocuous desue­ 
tude” for a whole week—should not 
pass. 
I have not, as yet, been able to 
hold communion with this timely mes­ 
senger, but have not, as yet, abandoned 
all hope of the pleasure of a conference 
w ith him . W hen we have conferred to­ 
gether I can assure the visitor that he 
will be in a condition to return home 
feeling that he has done his whole 
duty.” 
In conclusion, Damron said that he 
had not taken the floor for the purpose 
of explaining his own conduct—his acts 
stood for 
themselves and explained 
themselves—but he had claimed the a t­ 
tention of the Assembly to apologise for 
the consummate ossininity of the Super­ 
visors of his county in thus showing 
th eir disregard for propriety and com­ 
mon decency. 
He hoped the Assembly 
would be lenient with th e Board, as he 


understood this wss their first offence as 
a meddler in other people’s business. 
Damron is the hero of the day and 
Knox is the guyed of all humanity. 
THS DIVISION BILLS. 
The Coiusa County Division bill will 
come up for consideration in the Senate 
one week from to-morrow, or about that 
tim e, 
unless the divisionists 
muster 
enough votes to make it a special order 
for an earlier day. 
This is by no means 
impossible, as it is known that a m a­ 
jority in the Senate favor the passage o' 
the bill. The Orange County Division 
bill will not be up until the Colusa m eas­ 
ure has been disposed of. 
News has reached here of the passage 
of a resolution by the Board of Supervi­ 
sors of Los Angeles county, asking the 
county’s representatives in the Senate to 
employ their best endeavors to defeat 
the Orange bill. As far as Senator White 
is coucerned such action of the Board 
was entirely unnecessary, as he has all 
along declared himself as being strongly 
opposed to the bill. Indeed, in the case 
of the other Los Angeles Senator, the 
resolutions go for absolutely nothing. 
I 
asked Senator McComas to-day w hether 
he would be affected by the resolutions. 
He replied: 
“ No, sir; not at all. If 
they send m e any such resolutions 1 
shall return them with my 
eompli- 
ments. E very body knows I am in favor 
<>f the Orange bill, and th at 1 will do all 
in mv power to pass it.”

The action of President Cleveland in 
aigning the bill for the admission of the 
Territories of North and South Dakota 
and Washington and Montana, assures us 
foar more States, eight new United States 
Senators and five members of tfc e House 
of Representatives, with the full privi­ 
lege of membership. It will add thirteeu 
new votes to the Electoral Colleges and 
make it necessary that the next President 
should receive 209 votes instead of 201. 
Whether this change will destroy the 
prestige of New York, as determining the 
smalt, remains to be seen. 
Congress 
has done a wise thiDg in welcoming these 
promising and progressive communities 
into the sisterhood of States. 


T h a t noble old veteran, Gen. Wm. S. 
Roeecrans, has been put upon the re­ 
tired list as a Major-General, and he 
has thus secured provision for his old 
age, which we hope will be a green and 
hale one. There are some people who 
are always fond of unpleasant reminis­ 
cences, 
and Perkins, of Kansas, re­ 
minded the House that Rosecrans had 
opposed the putting of Grant on the 
retired list on principle. The General 
wae at that time a member of Congress 
from 8an Francisco. 
There is always 
some disagreeable fellow to draw the rec­ 
ord on an impulsive man. This captious 
Republican has forgotten the old adage 
that, the case being altered, that alters 
the case. There were a lot of prag­ 
matical persons daring the last campaign 
who even had the temerity to remind 
Mr. Cleveland of the pretty things he 
had said about the inexpediency and 
danger of a President of the United 
States being his own successor.

The recent election in Los Angeles— 
we believe there was something here the 
other day that was called an election— 
draws attention again to the peculiar 
capriciousneBS of California from a po­ 
litical point of view. Prior to the war 
you could ruu two Democratic candidates 
for Governor in this State and one of 
them was sure to be elected. In 1860 
there were two Democratic candidates 
for Governor, and both the Breckinridge 
and Douglas representatives received 
nearly as many votes as their barely suc­ 
cessful Republican competitor. The suc­ 
cess of the Republican party in that tri­ 
angular contest was due to the resent­ 
ments growing out of the Terry-Broderick 
duel. During the war the Golden 8tate 
stuck staunchly to the Republican party. 
The first break was in 1868, when 
Haight, Democrat, was elect?d Governor 
over George C. Gorham by a clear major­ 
ity of more than 8,000. Ooe would have 
supposed that this sterling gentleman 
would have been re-elected. Not so. He 
was beaten by Newton Booth, Republican, 
by a handsome figure. True to her in­ 
stincts of being constant in nothing polit­ 
ical, Gov. Wm. Irwin, Democrat, was 
elected as Booth's successor, or, rather, 
Pacheco's, for Booth, meantime, had 
been elected to the United States Senate 
through the Independent movement, 
which gathered head in 1873, and Pa­ 
checo, who was Lieutenant-Governor, 
took his place. Irwin owed his election 
to a split in the Republican ranks, that 
party accommodating its opponents by 
putting two candidates in the field, 
Phelps, regular Republican nominee, 
and Gen. Bidwell, Independent Repub­ 
lican. At the next gubernatorial election 
the Democracy was equally obliging, and 
ran Glenn, regnlar Democratic nominee, 
and White, Democrat, the candidate of 
the workingmen, electing Georgo C. Per­ 
kins by a tremendous plurality. The 
Republicans, unwarned by the past, 
and contemplating their unheard of 
plurality 
of about 30,000, doubtless 
thought 
they 
had 
an 
indefinite 
lease 
of 
power. 
Delusive 
hope! 
Our fellow townsman, Gen. George 
Stoneman, Democrat, tamed in and beat 
Eetee for Governor by a downright 
square majority of 22,000. This was 
nearly three times as large a majority as 
had ever been caet for a Governor of this 
State. 
It was so large that the Democrats 
were excusable for huggiDg the flattering 
unction to their souls that they had an 
enduring ascendancy in this Common­ 
wealth. This fond opinion, if they en­ 
tertained it, waB rudely dispelled by see­ 
ing Jim Blaine carry the State for Presi­ 
dent in 1884 by nearly thirteen thousand 
over Cleveland. 
By the rule which governs California 
politics it then became necessary, in or 
der to preserve the record, that the 
Democrats should carry the Siaie; and 
accordingly, they did so, electing the 
late lamented Governor Bartlett by 
Blender majority of some six hundred 
odd over Swift, Republican. If it had 
not been 
for 
the 
American party 
the record would have been broken and 
our politics would have been left in 
state of great confusion. Swift threw 
the game away by declining to accept 
the nomination of that organization 
which then had some little vitality. 
By this brief review it will be eeeu 
that the game of shuttlecock and battle­ 
dore is perfectly illustrated in our poli­ 
tics. Or perhaps a more fitting simile 
could be taken from the interesting 
divertissement of thimblerig. Well may 
the agonized California politician ex­ 
claim, “now you see it anu now you 
don’t.” 
This peculiarity of California politics 
gives great picquancy to the play in this 
State. No man is ever permitted to 
know that he has a dead certainty. This 
rule prevails in 
Los Angeles. Two 
months ago the Democrats elected their 
Mayor and eleven out of the fifteen Coun 
cilmen. Day before yesterday the Re­ 
publicans made a clean sweep of the 
platter, the Democrats only 
saving 
one member of the Board of Edu­ 
cation—just

But that loeal statesman who argues 
that the Republican party has an assured 
control of the city for all time to come 
is flying in the face of all experience. 
Two jears of undisputed Republican 
control of Los Angeles will evolve the 
conditions for another surprise, which 
will be quite as bewildering as the little 
epieode which has just been chronicled.

The tomato vine has a very pro­ 
nounced odor. 
It has usually been 
thought that it was owing to this fact that 
insects of all sorts shun this vine. A 
French fruit-grower has fonnd that this 
quality of the tomato vine may be taken 
advantage of to drive the insects from 
other plants. He says: 
The trees of my peach orchard were 
covered with insects when just com­ 
mencing to bud. Having just cut some 
tomatoes, the idea occurred to me that, 
by placing some of the leaves around the 
trunks and branches of the peach trees, 
I might preserve them from the rays of 
the sun, which are .very powerful. My 
surprise was great uj$i>n the follow­ 
ing day to 
find the trees entirely 
free from their enemies, not one re­ 
maining, except here and there where 
a curled leaf prevented the tomato 
from exercising its influence. 
These 
leaves I carefully unrolled, placing upon 
them fresh ones from the tomato vine, 
with the result of banishing the last in­ 
sect, and enabling the tree to grow with 
luxuriance. 
Wishing to 
carry still 
further my experiment, I steeped in 
water some leaves of the tomato, and 
sprinkled with this infusion other plants, 
roses and oranges. 
In two days these 
were also free from the innumerable in­ 
sects which covered them. 
The planting of tomato vines in the 
orchard may have a salutary effect. It 
is at least worth trying. 
Try the leaves 
of the vine on the trees, and try a decoc­ 
tion of the plant too.

Express, yesterday had some fitting re­ 
flections on George Washington, as was 
natural and proper on the anniversary 
of his birth. Its reflections are admir­ 
able, although the subject is, of course, 
somewhat hackneyed. We venture to 
take issue with one statement, which is 
misleading. Our contemporary says that 
Washington was not a great military 
chieftain or a great statesman. It is far 
wide of the mark, particularly as to the 
military status of the Father of his Coun­ 
try. There was little exaggeration in 
Lee’s triad, “ First in war, first in 
peace, first in the hearts of his country­ 
men.” Frederick the Great, at the close 
of the Revolutionary war, sent Lis sword 
to Washington with an inscription on the 
hilt which ran, “ From the oldest general 
in Europe to the greatest general in the 
world,” and Frederick meant exactly 
what he said. As the great German was 
himself one of the half dozen greatest 
generals that ever lived, his judgment as 
to Washington’s military statuB ought to 
be and is conclusive. As a statesman, 
Washington possessed an incomparable 
poise of judgment and character that 
amounted to inspiration.

W a s h in g t o n , February 22. — In the 
Senate, the Army Appropriation bill was 
reported from the committee and placed 
on the calendar. Hoar moved to take 


u d the election outrages resolution. 
Agreed to. Yeas, 29; nays, 26. (Party 
vote.) 
Gorman took the floor, but yielded to 
motion of Allison to proceed with the 
consideration of the Sundry Civil Ap­ 
propriation bill. So ordered, the ques- 
tiou being on Iliscock’s amendment, 
appropriating $300,000 for expenses of 
celebration of the centennial of tho Con­ 
stitution. 
Hoar offered a substitute for the 
amendment, which was agreed to. It 
declares Tuesday, April 30, 1889, the 
anniversary of the inauguration of the 
first President of the United States, e 
legal holiday, aud prescribes for the as­ 
sembling of both Houses of Congress in 
the Hall of Representatives on the sec­ 
ond Wednesday in December, 1889. when 
suitable ceremonies will lie further held 
in commemoration of that event, includ­ 
ing an address by the Chief Justice of 
the United States, in the presence of the 
National and State officers and foreign 
representatives. 
Mitchell offered an amendment, which 
was agreed to, appropriating $6,300 for a 
telegraph cable, two and a half nautical 
miles long, between Cape Flattery and 
Tatoosh Island. The bill was theu re­ 
ported back to the Senate and all the 
amendments agreed to. 
Daniel offered an amendment appro­ 
priating $40,000 for a site and pedestal 
for the statue of General Winfield Scott 
Hancock in the city of Washington. 
Agreed to. 
Plumb moved an amendment reliev­ 
ing honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors and their widows and children of 
the necessity of competitive examina­ 
tion, suggesting, in connection with it. 
the query: “ Was it tobe done with 
their grandchildren ?” A point of order 
was sustained and the amendment ex­ 
cluded. The bill passed, and the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the 
Agricultural Appropriation biU. George 
moved 
an 
amendment 
striking 
out the amendment for the distribu­ 
tion of seeds through Senators 
and 
Representatives, and providing for their 
disiribution through the experimental 
stations established by the various States 
under the law of March 2, 1887, in con­ 
ned ion with agricultural colleges. Re­ 
jected. 
Regan moved to strike out the para­ 
graph appropriating $3£>UU tor the en­ 
couragement of the raising of rnw F.Vk 
and $5000 for study aud experiments as 
to the wild native silk worm of Califor­ 
nia. Rejected. The bill then passed. 
The House amendments to ihe Senate 
bill for a pension to the widow of General 
Sheridan were 
.concurred ia and con- 
ferenco asked. The Senate then pro 
ceeded to the consideration cf a resolu­ 
tion reported by Evarts from the Com­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, for 
the revision of the existing laws regulat­ 
ing tho election of members of Congress, 
and Reagan addressed the Senate in op­ 
position to the resolution which he de­ 
clared to be 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
carrying on a crnsade against 
the 
Southern States. He would vote against 
the resolution because it w aB not war­ 
ranted by the testimony; because the 
Senate had no rightful jurisdiction over 
the question, and because the proposed 
proceeding would be a denial of the right 
of local self-government. If the feder­ 
ative system were once broken down and 
the capacity of the people of a State for 
self-government were denied, t en the 
Union was destroyed and the liberties of 
the country sacrificed. 
At the close of Reagan's speech, Hoar 
moved that the resolution be laid aside, 
and his resolution, instructing the Com­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections to in­ 
vestigate the election outrages in certain 
States, be taken up. 
Several, roll-calls 
followed on Hoar’s motion, on motions 
to adjourn 
and 
go into exectutive 
session, and finally, without action, the 
Senate adjourned. 


TH E HOUSE. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 22 —As the 
Clerk finished reading yesterday’s jour­ 
nal the rival chairmen of the important 
committees of Ways and Means and Ap­ 
propriations were on the floor claiming 
recognition. 
The Speaker recognized 
Mills, who called up the resolution touch­ 
ing the constitutional right of the Senate 
to amend the Mills bill by means of a 
substitute dealing with the entire gnb- 
ject of taxation. 
Randall, stating that he had reports to 
make from the Committee on Rules, 
raised the question of consideration. 
The House refused—yeas 88, nays 143 
—to consider 
the 
Mills 
resolution. 
The 
following Democrats voted 
in 
the negative: 
Bliss, Bryce, Cand­ 
ler, 
Chipman, 
Clements, 
Cowles, 
Crain, Gumming, Dibble, Greenman, 
Hall, Henderson of North Carolina, 
Hopkins of Virginia, Johnston of North 
Carolina, Latham, Lynch, Merrimau, 
O’Farrall, Outhwaite, Pennington, Ran­ 
dall, Rowland, Simmons, Spinola, Stew­ 
art of Georgia, Vance, Washington and 
Wise. Bland, of Missouri, also voted 
in the negative, but did so only for the 
purpose of moving a reconsideraron. A 
motion to that effect, made by him, wan 
promptly met by Randall with a motion 
to table. The motion to reconsider was 
tabled; yeas 116, nays33. 
The Committee on Rules reported a 
resolution for beginning business in the 
House at 10 o'clock hereafter, the first 
hour to be for business by unanimous 
consent. 
Bland, of Missouri, objected to the 
resolution on the ground that the time of 
the House should b devoted to the con­ 
sideration of the Appropriation bills and 
the California contested election case. 
The Committee on Rules reported a 
resolution for the immediate considera­ 
tion of the 8enate bill granting a pension 
to Mrs. General Sheridan. 
Breckinridge, of Kentucky, raised the 
question of consideration, and on divis­ 
ion Cheadle, of Indiana, raised the 
point of no quorum. 
The House deter­ 
mined—ajeB 1 7 4 , nays 62—to consider 
the resolution. 
Filibustering was then 
Inaugurated by Kilgore, of Texas, who 
moved an adjournment. 
When that 
motion was voted down he followed with 
a motion to take a recess until 7 :30. 
Lost; yeas 2. navs 121. 
Reed’s resolu­ 
tion was then adopted, and Mrs. Sheri­ 
dan’s pension bill wa4 taken up. 
The 


amount was reduced from $3,500 per an­ 
num to $2,500, and the bill was passed. 
The House passed, after an interesting 
debate, the Senate bill for the retirement 
of General Roeecruns. Spinola, of New 
York, desired to offer an amendment au­ 
thorizing the President to appoint and 
retire J. C. Fremont as Major General, 
but under the terms of the resolutions 
the previous question was ordered on the 
amendment bill and the amendment 
could not be received. 
The bill was then taken up and vigor­ 
ously opposed by Struble, Iowa, on the 
ground that General Rosecrans had vili­ 
fied General Grant and had declared that 
Grant was a scoundrel. This man who 
had vilifie : the name of the country’s 
hero came here to-day and asked for aid 
without a word of apology or without 
showing 
that hf had changed his 
opinion. 
Anderson, of Iowa, said that at one 
time he had felt that in consequence of 
the assault made by Goneial Rosecrans 
upon General Grant, he could never for­ 
give General Roeecron*, but he had 
changed with time, and he had come to 
the conclusion that the maDly thing to 
do, in view of the great infirmities of 
human nature which attached to (he 
greatest heroes, was to vote fur this bill. 
Cannon, of Illinois, said he was not 
voting to put General Rosecrans on the 
retired list because of what he had said, 
but because of what he had done, and 
he believed that if Ulyees S. Gram 
could be called from his grave and stand 
in thin presence he would be broad 
enough and grand enough to sweep aside 
the scenes which took place after the 
war, arising from passion and prejudice, 
and say: "I will vote to put tap name of 
this man on the retired liJt in obedience 
to the wishes of the great mass of the 
soldiers in tho late war, and on account 
of b iB Fervices in that war.” 
Holmes, of Iowa, was astonished that 
any true friend of Grant’s should arise 
and attempt to cast Parthian shafts at 
General Rosecrans. Ho stood out as one 
of the heroes of victory in the late war 
The men who had (ought with him 
would never bear his name tarnished and 
be silent. In the course of his remarks 
Holmes said General Grant was an auto­ 
crat when the war ended, and endeav­ 
ored to blot the name of Rosecrans, as it 
were, from the roll of the army and at­ 
tempted to tarnish his fair fame. 
Randall warmly espoused the cause of 
Rosecrans. 
Perkins, of Kansas, said that a few 
years ago General Rosecrans stood alone 
on the floor and opposed the Grant bill, 
saying he did so on principle, and that 
it was wrong to enlarge (he retired list 
for the benefit of those who had gone in­ 
to private walks of life. 
Applying that 
principle to his own case, Perkins could 
not see how Rosecrans could ask for tho 
pending legislation. 
Henderson, Iowa, Weaver. Iowa, Sow- 
den, Pennsylvania, and McKenna, Cali­ 
fornia, also favored the bill ob a matter 
of justice to General Rosecrans, 
Struble regretted that his colleague, 
Holmes, should attempt to put upon 
General Grant the name of autocrat and 
dictator.

I A sso c iated P r e n DtHDMW-.hes to th e H e b a l d .I 
K an sas C ity , February 22.—The rep­ 
resentatives of the stock-raisiog industry 
from nearly every State and Territory 
west of the Mississippi river and from 
Illinois and Kentucky, practically com­ 
pleted a work of vital importance to cattle­ 
men to-day. For a long time cattlemen 
have thought that they were losing mon 
ey through a combine by the commission 
men and large packing houses, which re- 
\ 
suited in the sale of their cattle at ridicu­ 
lously low prices. The scheme of forming 
an immense commission company, com­ 
posed of the stock-raisers themselves 
had been broached a m onth or so 
ago a meeting was held for thó purpose 
of taking the opening step preparatory to 
such action. To-day the work was prac­ 
tically finished and the meeting ad­ 
journed until March 4th, when an elec­ 
tion of officers of the new company will 
take place. It was decided to incorporate 
the company as the American Live 
Stock Com mission Co., with a capital 
stock of $150,000 and headquarters at 
Kansas City and Chicago. The incorpo­ 
rators will be Samuel Lazarus, of Texas; 
A. Gregory, of Illinois, and Nicholas T. 
Eaton and Thomas B. Bugy, of Kam as 
City. Articles of incorporation will bo 
filed at Springfield, 111., March 2d. 
The idea of the promoters of this move­ 
m ent is to enable them to sell their 
stock at the highest price and with the 
least expense possible, and, with that 
end in view, headquarters will be estab­ 
lished at Kansas City and Chicago with 
branches at W ichita, Kansas, Fort 
Worth, Texas, and, possibly, at Omobft, 
where the stock will be received and 
sold on the commission plan. The new 
company will not confine its business to 
its members, but will receive stock from 
mem bers and will do a general stock 
commission on a large scale. One of the 
most im portant features of the move 
m ent is the possible effect it may have 
on the cattle business at Kansas City 
and Chicago. It has been the general 
supposition among the range men that a 
very large and powerful combine existed 
^ 
in this city between the commission men 
Vy and the packing-houses. The members 
\p f the new organization now threaten 
that, if there is any disposition oh the 
part of the packing-houses here to dis­ 
crim inate against them after they begin 
business, they will not ship a head of 
stock to Kansas City, but will send their 
cattle to Chicago. It is for this reason 
that the company will be incorporated 
in Illinois. Some idea of the magnitude 
of the movement may be had from the 
fact that the members of the organization 
now have 163,000 head of stock ready to 
bring to market. It is thought that as 
the movement becomes generally under­ 
stood, nearly every cattle-raiser in the 
W est will join the company and make it 
a gigantic combination, which will enable 
the stock raiser to practically do his own 
selling.

Is a Big Liar. 


SENSATION 
CAUSED 
IN 
COUET. 


He Is E vidently Prepared to (Jive 
W hatever Evidence He Gete 
Best Paid For.

L ondon, February 22. — The court­ 
room was crowded again this morning 
when the Parnell commission reassem­ 
bled. The cross-examination of Piggott 
was continued. 
He adm itted writing the 
letter to Archbishop W alsh which Sir 
C harles Russell produced in court, and 
w hich contained the statem ent that doc­ 
um entary and personal evidence to be 
produced before the commission could 
be rendered harm less by the exposure of 
th e means by which it had been ob­ 
tained. At the suggestion of Presiding 
Justice H annen, Archbishop W ahh’s 
letter to Piggott, part of which was read 
yesterday, was read in externo. The Arch­ 
bishop referred to the fact that there had 
been systematic lying about the Nation­ 
alist cause. The witness now admitted 
receiving this letter. He said that when 
he wrote to the Archbishop he was in 
-very distressing circumstances, owing to 
having received no money from Houston. 
W itness’ other work bad been neglected 
and loet. He therefore wrote to Arch­ 
bishop W alsh hoping that be would sub­ 
m it the m atter to the Parnellite members 
of the House of Commons, and induce 
them to provide tbe witness with means 
with which to leave the country in re­ 
turn for what information the witness 
should 
give. 
Witness was startled 
and surprised when the letters ap­ 
peared in the Timet, and considered it 
a breach of faith. 
He wrote to Houston, 
strongly protesting against their publica­ 
tion. 
Sir Charles Russell dem anded 
that this letter be produced. 
Houston 
here said he had forgotten receiving it. 
On being further pressed, Piggott volun­ 
tarily exclaimed, " I m ay say at once 
th at the statem ents I made to Arch­ 
bishop W alsh were unfounded.” This 
statem ent produced a sensation. 
Sir 
Charles Russell then said witness, “ You 
deliberately wrote lies ?” Witness replied, 
“ Well exaggerations.” 
Sir Charles R ussell: “ Did the exagger­ 
ations have no tru th?” 
“ Very little. 
(Laughter.) 
I forgot 
■what I meant when I wrote to Arch­ 
bishop W alsh that the charges were a 
m ixture of what I believed to be true 
And untrue.” 
Piggot said be had forgotten tbe let­ 
ter, but adm itted that he must have 
written it. He bad not tbe slightest idea 
as to what tbe im portant m atter referred 
to was. On being hard pressed, and af­ 
ter fencing, he adm itted that he must 
have received the answer. 
8ir Charles Russell read from a letter 
from Piggott to Egan, written February 
27th, in which it was stated that he 
('Piggott) bad received an anonym dub 
letter from gentlemen who would call 
upon 
and 
subm it to him a proposal 
greatly to his advantage. They came, but 
- declined to give their nam es. They had 
an interview lasting two hqurs. duriDg 
w hich they asked him to publish a 
.statement which was an outrageons libel 
«bout the spending of the League funds, 
• d which was to be so constructed that 
its publication would do much harm . He 
added that he was badly in want of £500, 
but would be satisfied 
with 
£400, 
in 
addition 
to 
tbe 
£300 
already 
sent in consideration of his paper. 
Piggott concluded the letter by saying: 
“ B adas I am, I can truly.sav I have 
always been true to those who trusted 
m e.” [Laughter.] 
W itness said Egan 
did not send the money. 
[Laughter.] 
On March 9th, Piggott wrote to Egan 
giving an outline of the statem ent re­ 
ferred to. 
Continuing, the witness said he knew 
th a t criminal proceedings were projected 
when he wrote saying he could nullify 
them by exposing the 
discreditable 
means by which it was sought to institute 
proceedings. 
He could not say what the 
proceedings were to be taken for. 
He 
imagined they were for complicity in the 
Phoenix Park murders, but there was no 
foundation for the statement. 
Wit­ 
ness again wrote to Archbishop Walsh 
on May 1st, offering to furnish further 
information. In reply to this letter tbe 
■archbishop said : “ I understand you are 
anxious to make a statem ent to assist 
th e victims of fraud and slander by ex­ 
posing that fraud and slander. I cannot 
refuse to accept snch a statem ent fully. 
I accept your as&urance that you took no 
part in their 
publication.” 
Witness 
said he had forgot writing the statement. 
Sir Charles Russell read a letter dated 
May oth, to Archbishop Walsh, in which 
Piggott offered to make a personal writ­ 
ten statement. W itness adm itted m ak­ 
ing the statem ent to Archbishop Walsh 
between May 5th and Mav 7th. 
He had 
written to Archbishop W alsh recently, 
'but denied that he had done so in order 
to again obtain a written statement. 
Sir 
Charles Russell read a letter from Arch­ 
bishop W alsh to Piggott, bearing date 
of May 7th, in which the Archbishop 
said he assumed that Piggott either 
knew the 
author of 
the fraud or 
knew wbat measures had been taken to 
procure fraudulent evidence. The writer 
said he did not wieh to know the name 
of the gentleman who was at the bottom 
of the m atter. 
Sir Char es 
Russell 
pressed the witness, who reluctantly ad­ 
m itted that be had Houston in his mind 
when he wrote the letter. 
8ir Charles 
Rnssell quoted from a letter written by 
Piggott to Archbishop W alsh on May 12. 
Witness said he could not say what tbe 
latest proposition mentioned in the letter 
meant. 
H e only remembered 
mak­ 
ing one 
proposition, namely, 
that 
he had been shown compromising letters. 
H is opinion having been asked as to the 
genuineness of tbe letters, he had stated 
th a t tbe letters credited to Parnell were 
rather doubtful. Tbis statem ent created 
a sensation in the courtroom. 
Witness 
further testified that he would not swear 
he bad not told Arcnbishop Walsh that 
the letters were forgeries. 
[Laughter.] 
H e doubted the authenticity of the let­ 
ters, becanee he did not know the hand­ 
w riting of the bodies of them. 
He 
believed he told Archbishop Walsh that 
b e thought the Egan letters were genuine, 
b a t would not swear he did. 
He was 
•not sure w hether Houston ever ex pressed 
doubts as to the genuineness of the let­ 
ters. I t was not owing to Houston’s 
doubts th at witness offered to reobtain 
■the money. 
Sir Charles Russell read from a letter 
to Archbishop Walsh from Piggott, in 
which he said : " I trust your grace will 
do me the justice to believe that I am 
not the fabricator of these letters, as 1b 
falsely alleged.” 
Sir Charles asked who 
was the fabricator. 
Witness replied that 
lie did not know. 


Sir Charles: “ Did you believe there 
was a fabrication ?” 
W itness: “ No.” This caused laugh­ 
ter. 
Reid produced letters from Piggott 
to the late Wm. £ . Forster, then Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, dated June 2,1881, 
in which he offered Forster a paper which 
he said would break up the League for 
£1,500. 
Witness said that the existence 
of The Irishman, the paper pointed by 
Piggott, depended on his receiving this 
sum, as his creditors were pressing him. 
Forster, on June 5, refused to accept the 
offer. 
At presiding Justice H annen’s sug­ 
gestion, Sir Charles Russell agreed to 
read selections from the letters instead of 
the whole of them. 
W itness continued, stating th at he 
had been in straits since 1881, and anx­ 
iously turned 
to 
every 
quarter for 
money. 
Sir Charles Russell produced a batch 
of letters written by Piggott to Egan, in­ 
cluding one written on February 23, 
1881, in which the writer asked Egan to 
give him an address at which he could 
write to Parnell, with whom he wished 
to communicate on a m atter of vital im­ 
portance. 
He also stated in the letter 
that Egan would see that if he (Piggott) 
published a statem ent he would get £500, 
and that whatever the consequences 
might be, he would be compelled to ac­ 
cept the offer unless Egan assisted him. 
On March 11th, Egan rerlied that he re­ 
garded the letter as a threat, and de­ 
clined to pay anything even if he could. 
Sir Charles Russell read Egan’s draft of 
a letter written on the fly leaf of Piggott’s 
letter. The phrasing of the first thirty- 
eight 
words 
was 
identical 
wit 
the 
Times' 
version 
of 
Egan’s 
letter of June 18, 1881, bat the dates in 
the text of the Times version were 
changed to June 12th and June 15tb. 
Witness adm itted that the similarity was 
rem arkable. 
Sir Charles pressed the 
witness regarding several similar resem­ 
blances in the phrasing of letters Egan 
had written to Piggott and the letters 
Piggott had supplied to Houston. 
Wit­ 
ness adm itted that, assuming Sir Charles’ 
copies to be correct, which he would 
not adm it, the coincidences were strik­ 
ing. The copieB, he said, m ight have 
been forged. 
If they were not, the 
coincidences would be got over, because 
men were in the habit of using tbe same 
words. 
Piggott adm itted that he mis­ 
spelled the word “ hesitancy.” In tbe 
witness 
box 
yesterday, 
he 
be­ 
lieved 
that 
the 
knowledge 
that, 
in 
the 
letter 
of 
January 
9, 
1882, he had similarly misspelled tbe 
word had influenced his mind 
This let­ 
ter did not come into his possession un­ 
til the sum m er of 1886. 
He could not 
account for the misspelling of “ hesitancy” 
in his own letters prior to that. 
After 
Parnell had declined to retain him on 
the staff of The Irishman, he asked a 
priest nam ed Meagher to intercede for 
him with Parnell. 
Sir Charles RusBell produced the wit­ 
ness’ letters to M eagher, and pointed out 
further resemblances to the Times' let­ 
ters. 
He then asked the witness if he 
was not asham ed of himself. 
Piggott replied, hotly: 
“ U nder the 
circumstances, no. 
It is scandalous that 
I should be thus questioned. 
I did not 
forge tbe letters. 
If I had, I should not 
be here.” 
Reed produced letters written by Pig­ 
gott to Forster, in which Piggott asked a 
loan. After much writing, in which Pig­ 
gott pleaded poverty, Forster sent him 
£100 as a private loan. 
Some time later, 
as a m atter of personal sym pathy, For­ 
ster loaned Piggott £50 to enable him 
to go to America. 
Piggott did not go, 
however, but renewed his applications 
for money until Forster granted him an 
interview. 
Sir Charles Rnssell pro­ 
duced letter after letter, including Pig­ 
gott’s demand for a loan of £200 to ena­ 
ble him to go to Australia until witness 
became dazed and forgot everything. 
The Commission then adjourned.

“ N a t i o n a l B o u l e v a r d . ” 
The movement for a grand boulevard 
driveway between Santa Monica and 
Loe Angeles, which has been quietly 
working for some tim e, has at last ‘ come 
to a head,” and the project is an assured 
success. The right of way has been se­ 
cured for the entire distance, and the 
Supervisors have adopted the route as a 
county road. 
The action o* the Super­ 
visors secures county aid to a certain ex­ 
tent, but the bulk of the improvement 
will bo at private expense. 
The rou e of this thoroughfare, which 
fs the shortest distance between the city 
and the sea, starts from a uoint nearly 
pposite Hotel Arcadia, a d passes over 
th e uplands of East Santa Monica and 
proceeds thence in the most direct line 
t) “ The Palm s.” At this point it crosses 
t ie railroad and tape the main road near 
trie half-way house, at the Ballona, and 
enters the city by way of Washington 
street. This is the shortest route by 
some tw o o rth ie e miles between this 
place and the city. A branch driveway is 
also opened from this m ain boulevard, 
extending northward along the dividing 
line between San Vicente and Buenos 
Ayres ranchos, and passes through the 
Soldiers’ Home tract, tapping the new 
route and entering San’a Monica by way 
of Nevada avenue. This section from 
the main boulevard to the Home tract 
will hereafter be known as “ Military 
avenue.” 
It is the intention to expend $20,000 
on “ National Boulevard,” and make it 
the finest driveway in the State. 
A gen­ 
tleman living on the line has headed the 
list wi h a subscription of $1,000, and 
those in charge think they can secure 
the balance in Los Angeles and from 
parties along the line whore lands will 
be greatly enhanced in value. 
This 
money will be expended in grading and 
graveling the rojd and planting trees 
along the entire line on both sides. 
People who have driven between the 
city and the sea have a very unpleasant 
rem inder of the fact that we have never 
had a “ decent” road between these two 
points. And it is also true that there is 
not a singie inviting roadway leading in 
any direction from Los Angeles. This 
statem ent is no credit to the public 
spirit of the metropolis, and no doubt the 
liberal minded citizens are ashamed of it. 
There is now an opportunity to remedy 
this unpardonable neglect, and it is to be 
hoped there will be ño difficulty in rais­ 
ing the money needed to complete this 
grand enterprise. 
The city is rapidly 
growing in wealth and population, and 
there is a corresponding increase in fine 
equipages and fine horses. This splen­ 
did boulevard is therefore a public im ­ 
provement specially needed. The dis­ 
tance is only an hour and a half drive for 
good >eams, and the entire route lays 
through a landscape that wou d add a 
new inspiration to the pen of the poet 
or (he brush of the artist, with a splen­ 
did city and the irrand ocean as terminal 
points.—Santa Monica Outlook.
